AN ACT Relating to information for students regarding health
i nsurance; and adding a new section to chapter 28A. 210 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A 210
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) Beginning with the 2007-08 school year, as part of a public or
private school's enroll nment process, the school shall annually inquire
whet her a student has health insurance. If a student's parent or
guardian indicates that a student does not have health insurance
coverage or does not indicate whether the student has or does not have
heal th i nsurance, the school district or a designated community health
care collaborative under witten contract with the school district
shall provide the parent or guardian with information about the
exi stence of the nmedicaid and children's health insurance program and
how to get additional information about the progranms. The information
shall be provided in witing via postal mail, electronic mil, or
exi sting communi cati on channels, by Decenber 1, 2007.

(2) The office of the superintendent of public instruction shal
work with the departnent of social and health services and established
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community health care collaboratives that have proven outreach and
enrol I nment services to schools in devel oping a one-page infornmationa
sheet that contains the information schools are required to provide to
parents under subsection (1) of this section and neke that
informati onal sheet available to schools on the superintendent of
public instruction's web site by August 2007.

(3) Begi nning Decenber 1, 2008, schools shall report annually to
t he superintendent of public instruction the nunber of students that
reported not having health insurance under subsection (1) of this
section.

(4) As used in this section, "comrunity health care coll aborative"
means a nonprofit organization or a |ocal governnent entity that
sponsors a conmuni ty-based public-private collaborative with the stated
pur pose of inproving health care access for a defined geographic area
and target population, with an enphasis on active outreach to the
uni nsured and | owinconme persons. The coll aborative nust denonstrate
formal governance accountability to a broad base of health care safety-
net providers, school districts, hospitals, and public health and ot her
communi ty- based organi zati ons.
